law. In return for the privilege of free entry 
into the United States of Antilles sugar. mo- 
lasses, coffee, and hides, and a reduction of the 
duty on tea, America will obtain exemption 
from duties on most of its raw and manufact- 
ured products, anda reduction of the tariff 
on cereals and flour. 9 

The negotiations were protracted upon the 
question of the entire abolition of the tariff on 
cereals, flours, and oils, including petroleum 
and lard. The same question in regard to to- 
bacco was also raised, but not commg within 
the scope of the third section of the American 
Tariff law was put aside. Premier Canovas 
offered protracted resistance to the abolition 
of the tariff on flour. Barcelona and 
Santander traders, who are largely ip- 
terested in flour shipments, presented 
energetic protests which fortified the Minister 
in his indisposition to accede to. the American 
proposals. Eventually representations that. 
American reciprocity would be impossible 
without the free admission of American cer- 
eals induced Premier Canovas to assent to 
guch a reduction of the tariff as will place 
American flour upon a’ nearly equal footing 
with Spanish flour. 

Santander merchants declare that, taking 
into consideration the cost of the transporta- 
tion of Castile grain, of which the bulk goes 


to the Antilles, American flour will crush out 


the Spanish product in the Spanish West In- 
dies. Cuba now consumes 500,000 barrels of 
flour yearly, chiefly Spanish, which enters 
free of duty, and pays for it $12 per barrel. 
Trade in — — flour, burdened with an 
extra duty of 20 per cent since 1889, has been 
completely wiped out to the advantage of 

Spanish product. ae 


Under the new convention the entry of 


American flour practically free of duty will 
lower the price to about $6 per barrel and 
will extinguish the impostation of Spanish 
flour while increasing the Cuban consumption 
toamillion barrels yearly, all of which will 
be Ameri product. If the pressure of 
. had not been counteracted 
by the demands of the Cuban commission of 
notables, who were determined to obtain reci- 
procity with the United States, Premier 
Canovas would have declined to make such 


‘he. prospect of a 
relations of Spain with Cubaand Puerto Rico, 
resulting probably in civil war, obliged the 
Government to sacrifice home industries to 
colonial interests. Under the new convention 
America will obtain a kind of zollverein with 
the Spanish Antilles. Her wheat, beans, 
flour, lard, petroleum, manufactured products, 
and machinery will enter practically free of 
duty. Among other Spanish exports olive 
oil willbe replaced by American lard, and 
beans, now exported to Cuba in large quanti- 
ties, will cease to be sent. The advantages re- 
sulting to Cuba will be great, but it is impos- 
sible to estimate the injury to Spanish trade. 
According to the returns of the British Con- 
tul-General at Havana the sugar crop in Cuba 
for 1890 amounted to 645,894 tons, against 526,- 
439 tons in 1889. Of molasses the total prod- 
uct was 111,422 tons, as compared with 101, 
059tons in 1889. The exports of sugar to 
Europe from the lst of January to the 31st of 
July, 1890, were 49,865 tons, and to. the United 
States during the same period 359,012 tons. 

Gen, J. W. Foster and Mr. J. G. Blaine Jr. 
have arrived here from Madrid. Gen, Foster 
and Mr. Blaine will sail on the steamer Teu- 
tonic Wednesday for New York. Mr. Lincoln, 
the United States Minister, presented Mr. 
Blaine at the Prince of Wales’ levee today. 

Italy Can’t Complain. 

The newspapers of Rome are complaining 
bitterly of what they term the “ leisurely man- 
‘ner of Mr. Blaine in replying to the commu- 
nications of the Italian Government relative 
to the New Orleans affair. They seem to 
forget in Italy that, using the usual means of 
communication between Governments, it 
takes three weeks for Italy and the United 
States to exchange communications. They 
alsoseem to forget that the United States 
has just as good grounds for complaint 
against the Italian Government as the papers 
claim the latter has against the American Sec- 
retary of State. In the case of the Italian 
Salvatore Paladina the American Govern- 
ment demanded that this offender against 
the laws of the United States who had fled 
toTtaly be extradited to stand trial upon the 
charge of counterfeiting. . 

The Italian Government two weeks after 
this demand asked the American Legation here 
what citizenship Paladina claimed, whether 

i or Italian: In response to this 


- Question the American Legation stated on the 


same date that the request for information 
Was received that Paladina claimed to be an 
Italian subject. This was the last heard of 
the matter for two months, when, in answer 
to the United States Government's request for 
the extradition of Paladina, the Italian Gov- 
ernment stated that the Constitution and laws 
of Italy did not allow of the carrying out of 
the treaty existing between Italy and the 
United States so far as the extradition of Ital- 
ians was concerned.

Anxious for De Cobain to Resign. 

It is stated that the Government whips, who 
are aware of the address of De Cobain, the 
Belfast M. P. under charges of vile practices, 
have wired him, begging that he resign his 
seat and thus atone in some slight measure 
for the disgrace his conduct has brought upon 
the Co ative membership. The action of 
Col. Sandee M. P. for North Armagh, in 
throwing itional discredit upon his absent 
colleague today in the House is attributable 
to the fact that Saunderson and De Cobain 
are rivals for the Orange leadership. 

The Conservatives are all the more anxious 
to get De Cobain and his bad name off their 
hands from the fact Capt. Verney, the 
Liberal black sheep, oluntarily returged 
from. exile to stand trial. on the charges 
brought against him. The newspaper men 
who saw Verney in the dock when 
he pleaded to the charge unanimously 
state that he had been under a disguise, 
In November he wore thin reddish whiskers 
which have now disappeared, and his mustache 
and beard, formerly reddish, are now nearly 
white, bearing indications of bemg treated 
with a bleach. From this it is inferred that 
he intended to remain incognito, but for 
some reason suddenly altered his mind—pos- 
sibly at the appeal of his Liberal party 
friends. 

Influx ef Continental Paupers. 

The society for the prevention of immigra- 
tion of destitute aliens has called a conference 
of its members for next Friday. Earl Dun- 
raven will preside and several peers, Bishops, 
members of Parliament, and experts in East 
End poor law matters will be among those 
present. The society had its origin in the 
growing feeling that the influx of continental 
paupers is a menace to the continued prosper- 
ity of the English workingmaa. The meeting 
will doubtless appoint a deputation to wait 
upon the Government and solicit an official 
statement as to the prospect of obtaming leg- 


islation looking toward the stoppage of the 
undesirable immigration 


Seditious Italian Catholics. 

At a meeting of Catholics in Milan just 
held resolutions were adopted calling for un- 
rélenting warfare upon the Government of 
Italy until the temporal power of the Pope is 
restored and reparation made for the wrongs 
done the church. The meeting was enlivened 
by seditious cries against the Government. 
The Cabinet is considering the question 
whether or not to prosecute the leaders in the 
movement. The Ministers are divided on the 
subject. The majority favor a policy of con- 
temptuous treatment of clerical agitation un- 
less it can be proved that the Vatican itself is 
guilty of fomenting disloyalty. 

Rupture with Portagal Likely. 

Lord Salisbury had a conference today with 
the Duke of Cambridge, commander-in-chief 
of the forces. It is rumored that the subject 
under discussion was the possibility of war 
witn Portugal in case the reports of Portu- 
guese aggressions in Mashonaland are con- 
firmed by official advices. It is believed that 
the Government has lost patience with the 
little monarchy which has been annoying it 
in African matters and ‘that no further tem- 
porizing will be done. | 

‘Mercier’s Mission Successful. 

Mr. Mercier, who has been in Paris in the 
interests of closer trade relations between 
France and Canada, was tendered a banquet 
this evening by the Alpine Club. He reported 
his mission as highly successful. He starts 
for Rome Wednesday for a brief visit and will 
stop in Paris again about the end of the month 
on his way home. 


NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERMEN REBEL. 


They Reap the Harvest of the Sea Despite 
Official Efforts to Prevent Them. 

Hatrrax, April 20.—[Special.]—The situa- 
tion, in Newfoundland is taking a new phase. 
Some of the fishermen of os colony = ex- 
tremely. angry because of their own Govern- 
ae action in refusing to allow them to sell 
herring bait. Cable advices tonight show that 
this indignation, which has been growing, 
reached a climax Saturday at Bay St. George. 

A fleet of seventy schooners had assembled 
there manned by 600 Newfoundland fisher- 


men. The herring struck in, the men were 


idle and destitution stared them in the face, 
and they determined to reap the harvest 
spread before them. In attempting to take 
the fish they were warned by the Captain of 
the Government cruiser to desist, but the 
warning was ignored by many. Officer Oli- 
phant in making an arrest was seriously in-

Army men and Confederate veterans. The 
party were then taken in carriages to the 
Grand Opera-House, which was beautifully 
decorated for the occasion. 

Addresses of welcome rere made by Gov. 
Hogg and Mayor Callahan, and responded to 
by the President, Secretary Rusk, and Post- 
master-General Wanamaker. In replying to 
the Mayor’s address the President said: 

Mr. Mayor and Fellow-Citisens: I very much 
regret that frequent speaking in the open air 
during the last week and the very heavy -atmos- 
phere which we have this morning have somewhat 
impaired my voice. Iam sure you will crown 
your hospitality and kindness by allowing me to 
speak to you very briefly. I sympathize with you 
in the distress which you feel that the day is so 
unpropitious.for any street demonstration, but I 
have been told by one wise in such matters that 
this rain is worth $5,000,000 to Western Texas. 
That being the case it greatly moderates my re- 
gret. There has come to bea popular habit of 
attributing to the. President whatever weather 
may happen on any demonstration in which he 
takes a part. I suppose I may claim ‘credit this 
morning for this beneficial rain. I generously 
assure you if it is worth as much money as my 
friend has estimated I shall not take more than 
half that sum. [Laughter.]} ; 

Inspiring Traditions of the Territory. 

In visiting for a little while this historic city I 
had anticipated great pleasure in looking uvon 
the remains of an earlier occupancy of this terri- 
tory in which you now dwell. My glance this 
morning must be brief and imperfect, but the his- 
tory has been written, and the traditions of those 
martyrdoms which occurred here for liberty are 
fresh in your minds and are still an inspiring 
story to be repeated to your children. I remem- 
ber in my early boyhood to have heard in our 
family thrilling descriptions of the experiences of 
an uncle, whose name I bear, in some of those 
campaigns for freedom in Texas in which he took 
part, so that the story to me goes back to those 
dim early recollections of childhood. I am glad 
to stand where these recollections are revived and 
freshened, for they were events of momentous 
importance to this country, to this State, and to 
the whole Union. 

I rejoice that you have here so great a Common 
wealth. The stipulations under which Texas 
came into the Union of the States, and which pro- 
vided that this great territory might be subdivid- 
ed into five States, seem not to attract much at- 
tention in Texas now. Indeed, as far as I can 
judge, no man would be able successfully to ap- 
peal to the suffrages of any hamlet in Texas upon 
the issue that the State should be divided at all. 
(Cheers. } 

The great industrial capabilities which you 
have, the beneficent climate that spreads over 
mucl,of your vast territory, the great varisty of 

whick your. soil and climate render 
possible, give a promise for the future of a prom- 
inence among the great States of the Union that, 
it seems to me., can scarcely fail to bring the 
State of Texas to the front rank. [Cheers.] You 
are now only beginning to plow this vast stretch 
of land; you are now only beginning to diversify 
those intereets, to emancipate @ourselves by pro- 
ducing at home, in your own fields, all of those 
products which are necessary to comfortable ex- 


istence.

- [hope you will soon add—indeed, you are now 


largely adding to this diversity of agricultural 
pursuits a diversity of mechanical pursuits. The 
advantages which you have to transmute the 
great production of the field into the manu- 
factured product are very great. There can cer- 
tainly be no reason why a very large part of the 
million bales of cotton which you produce should 
not be spun in Texas. [Cheers.] I hope your peo- 
ple will more and more turn their thoughts to 
this matter, for just in proportion as a com- 
munity or State suitably divides its energies 
among various industries so does it retain the 
wealth it produces and increase its population. 
(Applause. ] 

A great Englishman visiting this country some 
time ago, in speaking of the impressions which 
were made upon his mind, said he was constantly 
asked as he traveled through the country whether 
he was not amazed at its territorial extent. He 
said that while this, of course, was a noticeable 
incident of travel, he wondered that we did not 
forget all our bigness of territory in a contempla- 
tion of the great spectacle we represented as a 
free people, in organized and peaceful cammuni- 
ties. regarded this side of our country and 
its institutions as much.more important than its 
material developments or its territorial extent, 
and he was right in that judgment. My fellow- 
citizens, the pride of America, that which should 
attract the admiration and has attracted the im- 
agination of many people upon the face of the 
earth, is our system of government. [Applause. ]

The Republican platform pledged Mayor 
Washburne to the support of the prin- 
ciples of the ordinances in question, but 
if they were not passed last night 
he would have been seriously embarrassed. 
He would have'to forego the appointment of 
Oil Inspector and Boiler Inspector, or ignore 
the platform on which he was elected. If he 
sent in the names and the appointments 
should be confirmed before these ordinances 
were passed then the officers would go on col- 
lecting and pocketing all the fees as usual. 
The passage of the Dixon ordinances last 
night saves the new Mayor from embarrase- 
ment and from criticism in this matter. 

When Dixon called up the 
Hickey, O’Brien, Bowler, and others 
of that kind objected. Mr. Dixon 
explained the purposes of the ordinance. 
They were to obtain revenue for the city and 
to prevent the unseemly scramble for a petty 
office because of the big salary attached. He 
said the perquisites of the Oil Inspector 
amounted to $20,000 a year, a sum far too 
great for the services got the office. He op- 
posed any such system of perquisites. 

Ald, Lyke moved an amendment that these 
officials be required to-turn over to the city 
all fees in excess of 000 r annum, 
which he. subsequently withdrew. Ald. 
Dixon, moved a suspension of the 
rules to permit consideration of the ordi- 
nances and the motion prevailed. Ald. Harris 
deprecated the ordinances. He said that they 
proposed a partnership between the city and 


its officers, 
“There is always such a partnership,” re- 
torted Dixon, and Harris subsided. 

The ordinance with reference to the Oil In- 
spector passed—57 to 3—Harris, McCormick, 
and O’Brien only voting in the negative. The 
similar ordinance with reference to the Boiler 
Inspector passed by a vote of 54 to 5. 

Terms of the Ordinance, 

The ordinance referring to the Oil Inspec- 
tor’s office is in the following terms: 

Sec. 1. The Inspector of Oils of the City of Chi- 
cago shall make to the Controller, on or before

The ordinance referring to the Boiler In- 
spector is in similar terms.

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HEMPSTEAD WASHBUBNE OFFICIALLY 
ELECTED 


Washburne has been officially 

declared elected Mayor of Chicago by a 
plurality of 369 votes. His leading competi- 
ton De Witt C. Cregier, acknowledges defeat 
and proclaims his willingness to retire from 
the Mayor’s chair in favor of the Republican 
nominee, as decreed by the voters of Chicago. 
When the Canvassing Board met yesterday 
Judge Prendergast, on the part of Mr. Cregier, 
withdrew all objections to the returns that 
were canvassed subject to, revision. At the 
same time he withdrew the charge he made 


Friday that intentional frauds had been com- 


mitted in the interest of the Republican 
candidates, The frauds, it appears, were mere 
irregularities, though there might be a suspi- 
cion of intentional wrong in some cases. Mr. 
Prendergast’s action was anticipated, how- 
ever. The sensible, thoughtful, conservative 
Democrats would not have supported Mr. 
Cregier had he attempted to hold on to his 
present office ona technicality. For once 
Mr. Cregier rose above his immediate politic- 
al surroundings and refused to be used to serve 
the selfish purposes of tho tax-devouring 
cormorants who established their headquarters 
at the City-Hall two years ago. ; 

Thus the most interesting and spirited cam- 
paign in the histery of Western American 
cities has terminated satisfactorily. Mr. 
Washburne will assume his duties next Mon- 
day. So will Mr. Van Cleave, the Republican 
City Clerk-elect, and Mr. Kern, the Demo- 
cratic City Attorney-elect. Mr. Kiolbassa 
will assume charge of the Treasurer’s office as 
soon as his bond is perfected. 

That Mr. Washburne’s plurality would have 
been much larger had there been an honest 
registration, an honest vote, and an honest 
count there are good reasons to believe. He 
conducted his campaign against heavy odds. 
In the tough wards, in gross violation of their 
duty, the police force was actively arrayed 
against him as well as against Mr. Harrison. 
The registries were stuffed with bogus names 
ig the lodging-house, river, and Stock-Yards 
precincts, and these were personified and voted 
by repeaters. Through the treachery of cer- 
tain Republican committeemen, notably in 
the Stock-Yards region, the judges and clerks 
at many precincts were all Cregier Democrats 
or Cregier sympathizers. In many other pre- 
cincts the Republican election officers were 
lamentably weak men and easily bulldozed by 
the Cregier toughs. The Cregierites had it 
all their own way in these precincts, and 
utilized their opportunities to the fullest ex- 
tent. They would have been beaten by 5,000 
if the Election law had been decently admin- 
istered and if the zeal of the police for the 
ex-officio chief could have been restrained 
within proper bounds. Then, again, thou- 
gands of Republicans voted the Carter Har- 
rison ticket in the belief that the battle was 
between Harrison and Cregier, they pre- 
ferring the former to the latter. This was es- 


| pecially true of the West Division, where fully 


5,000 Republicans voted the Harrison ticket, 
and that accounts for the immense inajority 
for ‘the Democratic town ticket. Both the 
Democratic factions united on the same town 
candidates, and those Republicans who were 
especially anxious to defeat Cregier voted ‘the 
whole Harrison ticket, thus cutting down the 
vote for the Republican town ticket and for 
the Republican candidates for Aldermen. But 
with the election of Mayor and City Clerk the 
Republicans will have to be content. 


THE PRESIDENT FAVORS THE NICAR- 
AGUA CANAL. 

In his speech at Galveston Saturday the 
President, after speaking of the revival of 
American commerce, said: 

I think we should add to all this, if, happily. it 
is likely to be accomplished. by individ- 
wal effort, the early completion of the 
Nicaragua Canal. [Cheers.] The Pacific coast 
should no longer be found by sea only by the pas- 
sage of the Horn. The short route should be 
opened, and it will be, and then with this won- 
drous stirring among the people of all our States, 
this awakening to now business plans and more 
eareful and coonomical work. there will come 
great prosperity to all our people. Texas will 
spin more of thecotton thatshe raises. The great 


States of the South will be discontented with the - 


old condition that made them simply agricaltural 
States, and will rouse themselves to compete with 
the older manufacturing States of the North and 
East. [Cheers.] 

It will be observed that the President in 
speaking of the great Nicaragua Canal scheme 
does so in the most emphatic manner and 
gives it warm and enthusiastic commenda- 
tion, which must mean that he favors a Gov- 
ernment guaranty of the bonds and indorse- 
ment of the bill offered by Senator Sherman 
at the last session. It will be observed also 
that no part of the President’s speech was re- 
ceived with more enthusiasm or more. lusty 
cheering by the Texans than his hearty in- 
dorsement of the canal scheme. They know 
well enough that they will be benefited great- 
ly by that work, especially when Galveston 
harbor is increased to twenty feet of depth 
instead of its present twelve or fourteen. 
They knew that Galveston’s stearfiships will 
go through the canal, and up and down the 
western coasts of the two Americas, and over 
the broad Pacific to the Indies, China, Japan, 
Australia, and elsewhere in the Orient. Why 
should they not have cheered at the Presi- 
dent’s indorsement of the scheme which will 
add so much not only to the National but 
also to Texan prosperity? 

All reports from Greytown confirm the good 
news that the work on the Nicaragua Canal is 
progressing steadily, continuously, and eco- 
nomically. Its success will be largely due to 
the fact that nature is helping the work and 
not hindermg as it does the Panama scheme. 
There are no almost insurmountable mount- 
ains to pierce, no uncontrollable rivers to 
dam, no dangerous floods to control, no risks 
of disease anil pestilence as on the isthmus. It 
is ‘cooler and more healthy. There are trade 
winds to carry sailing vessels in and out the 
canal, whereas at Panama they might lay 
becalmed for days and weekg, The Nicaraguan 
project, moreover, has been so Carefully esti 
mated and organized that there is a*solid basis 
for calculating the cost of the canal and the 
returns for the investment, It is, besides, 


| three or four hundred miles nearer to Galves- 


ton, New Orleans, and the American . ports 
which has been practiced in the Nicaraguan 
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money. They want 600,000,000 francs,which is 
more than the Nicaragua Canal will cost, and 
that sam will not half finish the work with 
locks as is now proposed. The only thing 
necessary to give an immediate coup de grace 
to the Panama scheme is for our Government 
to guarantee the Nicaragua Canal company’s 
bonds next winter. There should be no longer 
hesitation in this matter. It is a National 
need. The United States wants just such a 
canal, and it must contro] it. The President 
was wise in recognizing the necessities of the 
situation, It was about the only redeeming 
feature of the recent Kansas City Commercial 
Congress that it unanimously recognized the 
importance and necessity of constructing the 
canal and placing its control in the National 
Government. It must be pushed through to 
completion as speedily as is possible. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON AT GALVESTON. 

President Harrison’s speech at the reception 
given him at Galveston Saturday night is 
noteworthy, firstly, for the unreserved indorse- 
ment of Blaine’s reciprocity of trade principle 
which it contained, and, secondly, for the 
strong commendation of the plan of subsidiz- 
ing ocean steamship lines to accommodate the 
enlarged trade which reciprocity will create. 

This full and unqualified and open adhesion 
of the President to the Pan-American reci- 
procity policy is of comparatively recent date. 
That he feels more strongly on the subject 
now than a year ago is evident, for otherwise 
he would not have allowed such a half-way 
retaliation as the Aldrich amendment to be 
incorporated in the Tariff law. He would 
have used his groat official influence success- 
fully to secure the passage of a retaliatory 
provision which would have reimposed the 
whole duty taken off sugar instead of half of 


u in case of a refusal to reciprocate. This 


would have made the law doubly as effective 
as it is in securing reciprocity. Had that been 
done the treaty negotiated with Spain would 
have been twice as favorable as it is, and 
agreements would have been made by this 
time with nearly all the West Indies and 
Latin-American countries instead of only one 
of them. 

But while the President has awakened to a 
realizing sense of the immense value of reci- 
procity in non-competitive products the Dem- 
ocratic leaders seem to be all the more set in 
their blind opposition to that great and wise 
policy. They have committed a grave blun- 
der in taking that position, for they are run- 
ning counter to the interests of the country 
and opposing & measure which is purely non- 
partisan. Nor have they their own party be- 
hind them. All Democratic merchants, ship- 
owners, manufacturers, and thinking men are 
for the largest measure of reciprocity that oan 
be had. That policy will find strong support 
in the South, for that section expects its ports 
will be immensely benefited by reciprocity 
with the tropical American countries. Charles- 
ton, Savannah, Mobile, and New Orleans hope 
that the tropical products consumed by the 
regions they supply will be unloaded at their 
wharves. New Orleans hopes that the coffee 
and sugar consumed in the Mississippi Valley 
will be sent North from that city. Galveston, 
whose harbor is being deepened, expects to 
supply not merely Texas, but Arkansas, Kan- 
sas, and Nebraska as well. Thus the Presi- 
dent’s remarks at Galveston on the advan- 
tages of reciprocity fell on willing eats. The 
new commercial and manufacturing South 
will-not follow its old party leaders when they 
antagonize great interests. 

And while the Democratic leaders in the 
last Congress opposed the Steamship Subsidy 
bili the people of Galveston are for it. So is 
the President, for he sees that it is not only 
the way by which other nations have built up 
trade, but that it is the short road to com- 
pletely successful reciprocity. He used a 
cogent illustration when he said: 


out traveling men to solicit custom, but he stood 
in his own store and waited for his customers, 
but presently some enterprising merchants began 
to send out men with samples to seek the trade 
and to save the country buyer the cost of the trip 
to New York or Philadelphia, until finally that 

ractice has become universal, and these active, 
intelligent traveling men are scurrying this coun- 
try over, pushing and soliciting in their several 
lines of business.

We have been rvfusing to 
adopt the universal method by our compotitors in 
commeros to stimulate their shipping interests 
and we have gone out of business. [Laughter

man has said tonight, I venture to declare that 1 
am in favor of going into business again, and 
when it is resstablished I hope Galveston will be 
in the partnership. [Great cheers. }

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A GLITTERING CONVENTION-ALITY. 

The Kansas City convention has ‘adjourned 
after resolving in favor of a stumptail silver 
dollar as one of the things necessary to cure 
the evils complained of by the men in whose 
supposed interest the ga@fhering was called. 
It is remarkable that neither in the resolutions 
nor in any of the speeches made on the subject 
was any plausible reason advanced for that 
measure. It was not attempted to be proved 
nor was it even asserted that an unlimited 
coinage of silver would maintain the integrity 
of our currency or redound to the credit of the 
Government, Neither did any one of the 
Speakers venture to assert a belief that the 
“ free ”” demanded would raise the silver 
money Of the world to a parity with gold at 
the rate of fifteen aud a half or sixteen to one 
by weight. There was no intimation that it is 
thought possible to lift up by any such free 
coinage means the value of the immense stocks 


ico, and our dozen sister Republics in South 
America to a purchasing power one-third 
greater than their present value. Evidently 
the members of that convention who profess 
to favor an unlimited coinage of silver do not 
expect any such thing, nor do they want it. 
The truth is, A they supposed anything of the 
sort would happen as a result of free coinage 
they would not demand it.

foreign countries. In opposition to them will 
stand the Republican party, with its platform 
of honest money, protection to American in- 
dustry from a ruinous competition by the 
lower wage scale of Europe, and reciprocity 
in non-competitive products, with its attend- 
ant opening up of new markets for American 
manufacturers and agricultural producers. 
The people will be asked next year to choose 
between the two, and they can hardly make 
the grave mistake of selecting the first, wh ich 
is inimical to ali their best interests both as 
individuals and as citizens of the Republic. 


HOW THE KANSAS CONVENTION was 
a CAPTURED. 

The New York Times, which, being a rabid 
Democratic paper, cannot be accused of will- 
fully misrepresenting its own party, tells how 
the Kansas City convention was captured at 
the outset and then- run by the free-trade and 
stumptail-silver Democrats. It says: 

The first. Western States Congress has closed, 
and. although it decided to make the organiza- 
tion permanent, this will most surely be the last 
meeting, as it has been the first of such a charac- 
ter. The congress was captured early in tne day 
by Democratic politicians whose wisdom would 
not permit them to conceal their plans, and they 
gave atone and character to the proceedings 
that frightened away many who might have been 
induced to enter the full fellowship. 

The tariff resolution adopted caused a long and 
heated contest. The Alliance delegates joined 
with the Democrats and drove the Republicans to 
the wall. In brief,the resolutions adopted were 
for free, unlimited coinage of silver; the issue of 
legal-tender notes redeemable in gold and silver 
sufficient to restore the equilibrium between 
money and produced commodities; expressing 
unalterable opposition to the protective taritf 
principle, and favoring a tariff for revenue only. 

The capturing was done so calmly, openly, 
and boldly as to drive off the Republicans 
who had been seduced into attending the 
meeting of the first day. Therefore the Dem- 
ocrats did not accomplish their sole and 
patent purpose. They did not succeed in 
capturing the Republican people whom they 
had been most anxious to entice into the net. 
They exhibited the trap too soon, and the ex- 
pected prey escaped, In regard to what the 
engineers of the movement did when left to 
their own devices the Times says: ’ 

A dispassionate review of the workings of this 
unique congress would lead to the conclusion that 
it was a success in point of attendance and inter- 
est and a failure so far as results were concerned. 
The State of Missouri forgot her position as host 
of the delegates, and insulted most bitterly gen- 
tlemen who came far to attend the congress. Kan- 
sas City made amends as far as possible and 
soothed some of the bitter feelings growing out 
ofthis mesting. The Southern members were 
more generous than their Northern confréres, 
and would have held this meeting gurely within 
the lines contemplated in the resolution calling 
the convention. The Alliance members attempted 
tolead the Democrats and weak-kneed Repub- 


licans into the fold, which effort led to their be- 


ing wholly and unreservedly enveloped in a Dem- 
ocratic blanket, where they now contentedly 
rest. The Republicans are thorotghly alarmed, 
and it remains tobe seen whether they will re- 
cover from their present demoralization. 

As a commercial congress this meeting has proved 
to be a pronounced failure. As a [Democratic] 
recruiting ground it has been asuccess. It has 
demonstrated also the utter uselessness of the Cin- 
cinnati Alliance Convention to be held next month. 
There will be no third party, but a straight con- 
test between the old political enemies, if the feel- 
ing here can be taken as an indication. ‘ 


The plan for the convention appears to have 
been laid as a Democratic plot, and its out- 
come is a mixtgre of Alliance mongering with 
Democratic free trade, purely and ‘simply a 
Missouri product with a Kansas bordering. 
The resolutions are a combination of the views 
of Senator Vest and Majah Jones, one of 
them a man who would be a statesman if he 
had the brains ‘and the other one whose lack 
of brains alone prevents him from beinga 
real danger to the community. The joint pro- 
duction does not contain anything to attract 
Republicans. To a man they will indorse the 
conduct of ¢heir delegates, who withdrew the 
moment they saw what had been prepared far 
them. 


THE POLITICS OF CANADA IN THE UNION. 

An evening paper of this city, which from 
want of information and feeble powers of re- 
flection is accustomed to go off at half-cock, 
has again put itself on the wrong side, as 
usual, in an article objecting to the annexa- 
tion of Canada because it would add eight 
Democratic States to the Union, and hence 
it would be a monstrous policy for the Ro- 
publican party to look with the slightest favor 
upon any proposition to admit at least aight 
Canadian Democratic States into the Union.“ 

In reply to this weak-minded statement it 
perhaps has not occurred to the evening paper 
that the Canadians are not hankering for annex- 
ation to the United States. Itistrue that. in 
the recent campaign the Conservatives charged 
that the Liberals were in favor of it, because 
it would be the logical sequence of unre- 
stricted reciprocity, which was the Liberal 
issue. The Liberals, however, stoutly denied 
the accusation, and it is well enough known 
that it was only a campaign warcry. Norare 
the people of the United States worrying about 
aunexation. No political party has made ita 
principle of its creed. There was a feeling 
in the days of the Revolution that Canada 
ought to come over to the United States, and 
it was asked to doso, but declined. Now there 
is no other feeling than that at some indefinite 
time in the future the forces of gravity and 
propinquity may unite the two countries, 
Hencé there is no reason why this evening 
paper should worry itself, or get into such 
a state of mind that it will go up to the Cana- 
dian frontier and “shoo” away these eight 
Canadian States from trying to get into our 
Union. : 

We object to the assumption of the evening 
paper that if annexed there would be added 
eight Democratic States. ‘he evening paper 
thinks that the eight States would be Demo- 
cratic because Democrats here are free-traders 
and the Canadian Liberals are alleged free-trad- 
ers; therefore it jumps at the conclusion, with- 
out any reflection, as usual, that Canada 
will consist of Democratic free-trade States. It 
does not appear to know that for many years the 
protection party has been on top in Canada 
and has won at every election. h it 
came near defeat at the last election, still the 
result shows that the Dominion as a whole 
is for protection, If the record of the past 
furnishes any criterion, { the bulk of the 
Dominion electors would be Republicans and 
ptotectionists. As to the Liberals themselves, 
many of them are not free-traders. 
They object to the high protective duties of 
the Dominion, and while antious to maintain 
protection against Europe are for free trade 
with the great country, south of them which 
consumes so many of their products. That 
is all. 

The partisan complerion of these possible 
Canadian States may be ascertained by the 
politics of the Canadians who haye come to 
this country to live. The French Catholics of 
Quebec would foliow the drift of the French 
Catholics in this country and become Demo- 
crats, The Methodists, Presbyterians, and 
other Protestants who come over here mostly

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atti They would divide at home as they divide 
when they come here, but even in Lower Can- 
ada a considerable number, of . protectionist 
French-Canadians would vote with the Re- 
publican party.

The ignorance, envy, and malice displayed 
by the McKinleyites are meeting gradually 
with their full and perfect reward. Last fall 
the country repudiated them with thunderous 
emphasis.

The people have the right to assemblein a peace- 
able manner to consult for the common good, to 
make known their opinions to their representa- 
tives, and to apply for redress of grievances. 

It is a pity that the Constitution did not also 
require people when meeting to stick to the 
point at issue, which in this particular case is 
whether the Art Exhibit of the World's Fair 
shall be open Sundays. Nobody expects the 
mechanical and agricultural portions of the 
Exposition or as a whole to be open on the 
first day of the week, and nobody asks it. 
None of those held even in non-Sabbatarian 
parts of Europe have been thus open. At the 
Paris Fair the exifibiters wanted their Sun- 
days off, and nothing except the art depart- 
ment was opened to Sunday visitors, for 
whose benefit also the electrical fountains 
played in the evening. The only question 
open for argument, therefore, is whether 1t is 
wicked to look at pictures and statues in the 
World’s Exposition buildings Sunday. And 
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to cover up Sundays the statues in Lincoln | 


Park and elsewhere, lest the sight of them 
lead folks astray when they are strolling 
through the park on an afternoon of the first 
day of the week. 2 


W want higher wages for working one 
fifth less time was in substance the claim of 
the men who assembled Sunday in mass-meet- 
ing at the edge of Jackson Park. That is the 
meaning of the cry by workers everywhere, 
though some of them may couch the plaint in 
slightly different terms, None are getting 
enough compensation, and the many thunk 
they are doing too much, The farmer has 
grumbled because he had to sell his oats for 
less than the alleged cost of production, and 
now the teamster professes to be unable to 
buy them for his horses and mules because 
oats are so high. The laborer pays too much 
for board. but perhaps if the “‘ boarding-boss ”’ 
were heard from he would have his own side 
of the story to toll, with tremendous appetites 
for food at extravagantly high ‘prices forming 
prominent items in the recount. Also, it is 
quite possible the employer Kas beon hard at 
work figuring up the impossibility of acceding 
to the demand of the laborers without losing 
his hoped-for profit and even going into bank-. 
ruptey. Tun Tum kmows_ nothing of the 
merits of this particular case, but may hint 
that if the men are beaten out of fractions 
of hours“ that is all wrong, and it ought to be 
possible to pay them oftener than once a 
month if they desire it. They should be paid 
weekly. The remainder of the alleged griev- 
ance should be decided on its merits, but in a 
peaceable way. If the workers do not like 
the terms they are free to leave the job, but 
have no right to try to prevent others from 
accepting what they have refused. If they do 
not want to labor for the compensation offered 
they ought to vacate, as having no further 
business there.

The blue book opens by saymg that in Lau- 
eashire the hours of the ‘agricultural laborer 
have fallen from 60 to 48 per week, though it 
seems this ‘applies to winter work only, for in 
summer 60 hours a week is the rule. From 60 
to 50 in summer and winter may be taken as 
the average hours of a laborer on land in En- 
giand. Very much the same may be said of 
dock laborers, who used to work from 68 to 57 
hours in 1850, and now work from 60 to 54, 
The bakers now no longer work 100 hours a 
week, but they work as long usually in summer 
asin winter, the hours with very few excep- 
tions ranging from 60 to 51. 

In the brickmaking business sixty hours 
were reckoned a week's work ten years ago; 
now the working week ranges from forty- 
eight to fifty-four. In Scotland the hours in 
the building trades are from fifty-one to forty-

Timothy a said that if pro- 
ceedings are taken against De Cobain he 
would move, in view of the fact that Mr. De 
Cobain was Master of the Orangemen, 
that a special commission be appointed to

refused to accept this payment, and, ordering | 


the British fag hauled down, hoisted the 
Portuguese flag in its place. The Portuguese 
declare that the British are excluded from the 
Pengive River, which the boats were navigat- 
ing when seized, and which is the chief water 
route to Mashonaland. 

A dispatch from South Africa says that Col. 
Willoughby has reached Delagoa Bay. He 
reports that on arrival at Beira he applied for 
permission to proceed to the Pun River 
and offered to pay the prescribed duties, but 
as he received no answer after forty-cight 
hours he started without permission, when the 
Portuguese opened fire upon him, seized his 
two steamers, with mails and provisions, and 
imprisoned sixteen of the crew. Col Willough-
